ON-CANTON RAILWAY. | BUSINESS. PROSPECTS IN MANCHURIA. | 


"| PEACE AND. SECURITY THE NEEDS. 


While it is agreed that, given 
peaceful ‘conditions, Manchuria 
offers one of the best sales fields 
in China for foreign products, mer- 
;chaats are not unanimous in the 
Opinions regarding immediate pro- 
pects in the Three Eastern Pro- 
vinces, writes. the Mukden -corre- 
| svondent of the,.¥.-C. Daily Vews. 
Pessimism und. optimism are so 
mixed, und “ifs”. are so frequent 
that it is difficult to give any fore- 
cast reflecting the views of business 
men. Even ao survey of . business 
done during the past year is not an 
easy task as reports received are 
often of a conflicting nature. : 
Optimists and Pessimists. / 
«The writer interviewed a number 
of»leading buSiness men in Mukden 
and for convenience sake their 
views maybe divided ‘into two 
categories, the optimistic and the 
pessimistic. ” : :

Prospects are 
regarded as better than in’ ‘any 
other part of China, os there are 
many Chinese eager to buy machin- 
ery and erect factories while rail- 
way construction is being pushed

Aw few quotations from . the 
authorities, interviewed may here 
be given, Said one: ‘Manchuria 
is certainly the best place in China 
in, which to. do business. Very few 
hindrances are met with in the 
Three Eastern Provinces.’” Another 
asserted: ‘' There is plenty of busi- 
ness .and there always will be 
plenty of. business in :the Three 
Eastern Provinces. Manchuria is 
indicative of what would happen in. 
China if the country were permitted 
to enjoy a little peace. More.rail- 
ways have been built in Manchuria 
during the past ten years’than in 
wall the rest of China, and it is this 
railway devélopment which is going 
to-inerease enormously the prosper- 
ity of the territory.

PRISONER'S _ CONTRITION. 

_ PROMISE TO ‘WORK ‘FOR 
RESTITUTION. 

An account of the trial of W. A. 
Chapman wus recently received by 
telegram but we add the following 
detuiled' report :— 

“Yesterday morning in the United 
Sates. Court’ for China, says, the 
NAC. Daily News of December 
gsth, William A. Chapman, former 
Clerk of the Court, pleaded guilty 
to embezzling G.315,000 of the 
Court's funds during the period 
from. January. ist, 1924, to July 
Sth, 1026, and was sentenced by 
Judge Milton D. Purdy to three 
years and five months’ imprison. 
ment in the U.S. Penitentiary at 
MeNeil's Island, Washington. 

' De, George Sellett, U.S. “District 
Attorney, represented the Govern. 
ment and Major C. P. Holcomb ap. 
penred for Chapman. After Dr, 
Sellett had announced to the Court 
the specific charge which he wished 
to bring against Chapman, Major | 
Holcomb said that he was passing 
through Seattle some time ago and 


{went to see Chapman, who was in| 


gaol there. Counsel asked Chap- 
man if he were guilty and the latter 
admitted the offence, 
ney councelled Chapman to return 
to China and plead guilty before 
the United States Court for Chiza. 


His Honour then. asked the de- 
‘fendant if he had anything to say 
kefore sentence was passed, where- 
upon Chapman ‘arose and’, said — 


“Te it please the Court: to me 
your Honour this is indeed o sad: 
finale to 21 years in the Orient, 
nearly 17 of which were spent in 
Government service. ‘It is needless 
to say, but nevertheless true, -that 
during the past six months. I have 
gone through the mental tortures 
oC hell. Unrortunately, the suffering 
has not bten by me alone.
